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AREAS OF STUDY 


TECHNICAL DIVISION 


Courses offered in the technical division are designed to meet an 
increasing demand for high bevel industrial skills in North Carolina. 
Students entering the technical division are required to meet educational 
and aptitude standards appropriate to the course chosen. Such standards 
require a firm educational base and a level of maturity expected of 
adults. 


Students who successfully complete courses in this division will 
be prepared to offer prospective employers the training, knowledge, and 
skill necessary to work as an Industrial Technician. More time will be 
required to attain such a degree of proficiency than would be necessary 
in the less exacting trade courses. Applicants for the technical div- 
ision will therefore be urged to enroll in the full-time program of 
twenty-five to thirty hours per week in classroom and laboratory work. 
If a student elects to enroll in a part~time program of fifteen hours 
per week, the time required for completion will double. 


The following areas of study are included in the Technical Division: 


ELECTRONIC TECHNICIAN--6 quarters. The student studies Electronics 
including Basic Electricity, Basic Electronics, Radio and Television, 
Circuit Design and Analysis, to U. H. F. and Microwaves. 


MECHANICAL TECHNOLOGY--DRAFTING AND DESIGN--6 quarters. Basic 
mechanical drawing plus orthographic projection, awciliary and 
isometrics are studied. Complete working drawing and machine 
tool design is covered the second year. Architectural and elect- 
rical drafting are offered as options. 


MECHANICAL TECHNOLOGY--PRODUCTION--6 quarters. The student will 
study machine tool application, hand tools, basic layout, drilling, 
milling machine and grinder operations. This program prepares the 
student beyond the machine operator occupation. 


TEXTILE TECHNOLOGY--12 quarters. Designed to prepare selected 
individuals for textile occupations requiring supervisory and 
technical training, such as foreman and technician. The student 
will be trained not only in the present manufacturing processes 
but also trained in the basic physical, social, and managerial 
sciences. 
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TRADE DIVISION 


Courses in the trade division place emphasis on training in those 
manipulative and mental skills applicable to the particular curriculum 
in which the student is enrolled. Students work under close supervision 
to obtain skills on a level acceptable to industry. 


The trade division will offer a variety of courses on a 4 quarter 
basis on a full time schedule of twenty-five to thirty hours per week. 
If a student elects to enroll through extension because of his work 
load, the time required for completion will be doubled. 


The student enrolled in the Trade Division will spend most of his 
time in the shop working under actual industrial conditions. The rest 
of the time will be in the classroom and laboratory in related subjects. 
Certain courses will be required of every student irrespective of his 
curriculum. These courses will enhance the student's ability to be- 
come a total individual with a proper attitude toward his work. 


The following areas of study are included in the Trade Division: 


AUTO MECHANICS--4 quarters. The student will study the basic funda- 
mentals of the automobile and do service work on engines electrical 
systems, power trains, brake systems, front-end alignment and auto- 
matic transmissions. 


MACHINE SHOP--4 quarters. Basic metal working, using hand and power 
tools. Students will learn to use hand tools, drills, lathes, milling 
machines and grinders. They will also learn blueprint reading and 

to work shop math problems. Students will qualify as beginning 
apprentices in machine tool operations. 


MECHANICAL DRAWING--4 quarters. Students will learn the basic 

- fundamentals of mechanical drawing. They will be able to make 
detail and assembly shop drawings. The student will qualify for 
a tracer or simple detail drawing job. 


RADIO AND TELEVISION--4 quarters. This course is for training 
radio and television service men. During the first year, students 
will study radio design and circuits and build a small radio. The 
second year, students will study black and white television. 
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CARPENTRY--6 quarters. A program designed to prepare the student 
to enter an apprenticeship aimed towards becoming a journeyman 
carpenter. The student will learn to use hand tools, power tools, .- 
and to read blueprints. He will receive on-the-job training by 
constructing a residential dwelling. 


POWER SEWING--3 weeks. This program enables a girl to learn the 
methods of stitch work on various machines necessary for entry 
into the needle trade in garment manufacturing. 


ADMISSION PROCEDURE AND REQUIREMENTS 


GENERAL REQUIREMENTS. 


Any high school youth or adult may be enrolled in a course if he 
meets the admission requirements. Such requirements will necessarily 
depend upon the course of study chosen. The applicant must be sixteen 
years of age or older and must possess certain basic aptitudes and 
interest. No applicant may enroll in more than one curriculum. 


The applicant should be in reasonably good health with no impair- 
ment of vision or physical defect that would restrict his ability in 
a particular field of work. The applicant may, under certain conditions, 
be required to furnish evidence of satisfactory health. 


The Center is co-educational and its program is not restricted to 
high school graduates. Technician level of students must possess the 
qualities and maturity of high school graduates and must have completed 
two years of high school mathematics, including one year of algebra. 
Physics and chemistry are also desirable prerequisites. 


Educational background, experience, and aptitudes will all be 
considered when an application is made to the Center. 


ADMISSION PROCEDURE 


Persons wishing to take courses at the Center must file an appli- 
cation for admission. Application forms may be obtained by writing or 
calling the Center on Stadium Drive in Spray, North Carolina. The 
telephone number is 623-3317. 
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While application for enrollment may be made at any time preceding the 
anticipated date of entry, it is strongly recommended that this be done at 
least thirty days prior to such date. Sufficient time will be allotted 
for necessary testing, counseling, and proper evaluation of results. 


All pre-employment students will be required to take the General 
Aptitude Test Battery administered by the Employment Security Commission. 
After the completed application form is received and the results of the 
aptitude test evaluated, a counseling session will be arranged with each 
applicant. A letter of acceptance will be given at least two weeks in 
advance to the first day of the course. 


ADVANCED STANDING 


The Center will accept work and give credit for work completed 
in other Industrial Education Centers, Technical Institutes, or Colleges. 
Applicants for admission with advanced standing should make application 
as a regular applicant and submit a transcript of work from prior 
schools. Acceptance of such work will be at the discretion of the 
Admissions Board. 


FEES 


REGISTRATION FEES 


Each student enrolled full-time or part-time in an approved curri- 
culum of one or two years in length shall be charged an annual registration 
fee of $ 2.00 at the initial registration following July 1 of each 
year. No portion of the registration fee will be refunded. 


TUITION FEES 


Each student enrolled full-time or part-time in an approved curri- 
culum of one or two years in length shall be charged a tuition fee of 
$ 2.00 per quarter for each credit hour for which the student is enrolled; 
provided, the maximum tuition charge shall be $ 30.00 per quarter. 


CERTIFICATES 


The Center will grant a certificate upon the successful completion 
of a prescribed course of study. 
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SPECIAL SERVICES AND FACILITIES 


PLACEMENT SERVICE 


Placement services are available to both present and former students 
of the Center. There is no charge to the student or employer. 


A Placement Committee assists in maintaining an effective program 
for contact between students and industrial employment managers. The 
Center tries to effect placements that will be satisfactory from the 
Standpoint of both the student and the employer. 


LIBRARY FACILITIES 

A technical library is available for use by the faculty and stu- 
dents of the Center. A wide selection of technical subject matter is 
covered. 
HOUSING FACILITIES 

There are no dormitory or boarding facilities available on the 
school premises. Applicants who request aid will be assisted in every 


way possible. Nearby restaurants offer food services. 


A snack room is provided for the convenience of the students 
during their break periods.
